THE USE 
OF FORCE 
The possibility that American military force might be 
used in the Middle East has been raised because Secretary 
of State Kissinger declined to rule it out under every 
conceivable circumstance. The circumstance under which 
it might be used, the Secretary suggested, would be 
“where there’s some actual strangulation of the in­ 
dustrialized world.” It would not be used, he said, in a 
dispute over price. 
And yet Kissinger also said, “a reduction in energy 
prices is important. It must be achieved and we must 
organize ourselves to bring it about as rapidly as 
possible.” 
Left unstated, however, is what happens if none of the 
methods now being talked about to lower the price of oil 
actually produces results. There are many reputable 
observers who don’t believe they will succeed. If not, then 
a political and economic disaster in many western nations 
is a distinct possibility. 
Professor Robert Tucker of John Hopkins is one such 
doubter. Writing in the January issue of Commentary 
magazine, he argues that it is precisely the absence of the 
meaningful threat of force that is the missing link in the 
present oil crisis. Instead of leaving open the option of 
armed intervention, the American government has all but 
foreclosed it. He says that if it is true that armed in­ 
tervention is not technically feasible, then we have ceased 
to be a great power, for it would be difficult to find a group 
of states with a weaker collective military capability. 
As to the spectre of counter-intervention by the Soviets, 
the professor argues that the very heavy risk to the Soviets 
of military involvement is not justified by the stakes in­ 
volved — for them. It is not the Soviet jugular that is under 
attack. 
Basically, Professor Tucker argues throughout his 
article that the U.S. still does have the capability of 
military intervention, that the Soviets are not likely to risk 
war with the United States over the 
issue, that the 
destruction and sabotage of the oil fields would not be 
unmanageable, and that neither our allies nor U.S. public 
opinion would necessarily be as outraged as some 
imagine. 
We don’t know whether Dr. Kissinger has studied the 
professor’s thesis, but even his statement that there could 
be some valid grounds for U.S. intervention may add a 
useful new dimension to what is obviously a grave in­ 
ternational crisis. Military force should not be used except 
when vital interests are at stake, but it still remains the 
ultimate sanction in world affairs. If nations such as the 
Arab oil producers should conclude that they can act 
against us in any manner whatsoever with complete 
impunity, then we are surely finished as a great nation, 
and we can expect the consequences to follow in short 
order.

Familes today may actually be moving toward closer 
relationships as they become more democratic, she 
thinks. Fast and easy transportation and communication 
allow physically separated families to get together often. 
Rather than destroying the family, increased mobility 
may be recreating the pattern of the neighborhood family. 
The new family relationship is not “permissive” in the 
sense that one can always do what one wants. Rather, it 
means that adults must consciously share their value 
systems with the young and expect challenging and 
questioning. Young people in turn have to think through 
their value systems. 
“We cannot always build agreement,” says Prof. 
Konopka, “but we must try to build trust.”

THE USE 
OF FORCE 
The possibility that American military force might be 
used in the Middle East has been raised because Secretary 
of State Kissinger declined to rule it out under every 
conceivable circumstance. The circumstance under which 
it might be used, the Secretary suggested, would be 
“where there’s some actual strangulation of the in­ 
dustrialized world.” It would not be used, he said, in a 
dispute over price. 
And yet Kissinger also said, “a reduction in energy 
prices is important. It must be achieved and we must 
organize ourselves to bring it about as rapidly as 
possible.” 
Left unstated, however, is what happens if none of the 
methods now being talked about to lower the price of oil 
actually produces results. There are many reputable 
observers who don’t believe they will succeed. If not, then 
a political and economic disaster in many western nations 
is a distinct possibility. 
Professor Robert Tucker of John Hopkins is one such 
doubter. Writing in the January issue of Commentary 
magazine, he argues that it is precisely the absence of the 
meaningful threat of force that is the missing link in the 
present oil crisis. Instead of leaving open the option of 
armed intervention, the American government has all but 
foreclosed it. He says that if it is true that armed in­ 
tervention is not technically feasible, then we have ceased 
To be a great power, for it would be difficult to find a group 
of states with a weaker collective military capability. 
As to the spectre of counter-intervention by the Soviets, 
the professor argues that the very heavy risk to the Soviets 
of military involvement is not justified by the stakes in­ 
volved — for them. It is not the Soviet jugular that is under 
attack. 
Basically, Professor Tucker argues throughout his 
article that the U.S. still does have the capability of 
military intervention, that the Soviets are not likely to risk 
war with the United States over the 
issue, that the 
destruction and sabotage of the oil fields would not be 
unmanageable, and that neither our allies nor U.S. public 
opinion would necessarily be as outraged as some 
imagine. 
We don’t know whether Dr. Kissinger has studied the 
professor’s thesis, but even his statement that there could 
be some valid grounds for U.S. intervention may add a 
useful new dimension to what is obviously a grave in­ 
ternational crisis. Military force should not be used except 
when vital interests are at stake, but it still remains the 
ultimate sanction in world affairs. If nations such as the 
Arab oil producers should conclude that they can act 
against us in any manner whatsoever with 
complete 
impunity, then we are surely finished as a great nation, 
and we can expect the consequences to follow in short 
order. 
We’re glad to see our Secretary of State show a little 
backbone. We’d like to see a lot more of it.

Richard 
Helms, according to sources close 
to 
the 
investigation, 
testified 
behind closed doors that he had 
been pressured by both presidents 
Lyndon Johnson and Richard 
Nixon to spy on Vietnam War 
protesters. 
As far back as 1967, Helms 
alleged, Johnson began badgering 
him to investigate any connection 
between the protest movement 
and foreign enemies. 
Both 
Johnson 
and 
Nixon 
suspected that the Communists 
were pumping money into the 
antiwar 
movement. 
However, 
Helms reported that the CIA 
found no significant foreign in­ 
fluence. 
Some radical groups, such as 
the 
Black 
Panthers 
and the 
Weathermen, had foreign con­ 
tacts. But the student opposition 
to the war effort was largely an 
American 
phenomenon, 
said 
Helms. 


His secret testimony was taken 
by the President’s Commission to 
Investigate 
the 
Central 
Intelligence Agency. Other wit­ 
nesses confirmed that the CIA 
files on American citizens largely 
grew out of the Johnson-Nixon 
concern 
over 
the 
antiwar 
agitation. 
At first, the Secret Service 
began investigating every group, 
no m atter how innocent, that 
expressed the slightest criticism 
of the President. The Nonviolent

JEFFERSON CITY - George 
M. Camp, deputy director of the 
Missouri Department of Social 
Services, 
has 
announced the 
formal opening of the Cape 
Girardeau Corrections Service 
Center for ex-offenders in the 
Southeast Missouri area. 
The nonresidential facility is 
located at 703 Broadway and is 
one of six service centers being 
established throughout the state. 
Service centers have already 
been 
opened 
in 
Springfield, 
Columbia and St. Louis, and two 
additional centers will soon open 
in Kansas City and another in St. 
Louis. 
The program, which is the first 
of its kind in the nation, was 
developed through funds from 
Region VII of the Law Enfor­ 
cement 
Assistance 
Administration 
to 
assist 
ex­ 
offenders 
released 
from 
the 
Missouri Division of Corrections 
who are without any type of 
supervision or assistance. 
Camp stated, “These service 
centers are an important segment 
of the ongoing process of offender 
rehabilitation 
and 
improving 
public safety and will be available 
to ex-offenders who are returning 
to their home communities in 
Southeast Missouri. 
“The most crucial time period 
in 
determining 
an 
inmate’s 
success is often the first few 
months following his or her return 
to society. With the services being 
provided by the centers, we think 
that their chance for a successful 
return will be significantly in­ 
creased.” 
The service center’s overall 
plans includes the development 
and implementation of programs 
to assist in the ex-offender’s 
return to society. The personnel 
will 
work 
closely 
with 
in­ 
stitutional coordinators to link the 
inmates to be released with the 
community to which they are 
returning. 
The major functions of the 
centers will be job development 
and placement assistance for ex­ 
offenders 
and 
referring 
ex­ 
offenders to existing programs 
and agencies in the community, 
Camp said. 
To support the objectives, the 
staff will provide educational, 
vocational, family-marital and

counseling 
for

offenders as well as for inmates in 
the community who are on work 
and study release or on furlough 
to develop a placement plan, he 
added.

The instant it happened 


THE BEGINNING 


The Rebels were on the move. After a year and a half of 
defensive fighting Gen. Robert E. Lee has moved his forces 
northsward in a grant plan to “shift the burden of occupation 
from Confederate to Federal soil,” a plan that ultimately would 
take him as far north as Gettysburg. 
And so in September of 1862 Lee and his generals are con­ 
fident. On his way to join his commander after another 
smashing success at Harper’s Ferry, Md., Lee’s chief 
subordinate, Stonewall Jackson, pauses to let his men relax 
near a peaceful white church by a river called the Antietam. 
He does not expect a counterattack. It comes with withering 
fury from troops under “ Fighting Joe” Hooker who rake 
Jackson’s men with cannister shot. 
As the smoke of battle lifts, temporarily, an ungainly wagon 
draped in black lumbers onto the blood-drenched field. At the 
reins is a slight man in a broadcloth suit and linen duster, 
attire as strange among the blue-clad troops as was the odd 
vehicle, which Hooker’s men have laughingly dubbed the 
“ What-is-it” wagon. The driver is Mathew B. Brady, known 


among the rich and titled of two continents, whose portraits 
line his New York galleries, as the foremost practitioner of the 
infant art of photography. 


Quickly now, even as Jackson’s men regroup to fight again, 
even before the Confederate dead are recovered, Brady and 
his assistants, Jam es and Alexander Gardner, haul out a 
cumbersome contraption, a camera, along with several 
delicate glass plates. The plates have been coated, in the field, 
in total darkness, with a chemical mixture, then fixed, at 
precisely 60 degrees fahrenheit,” to just the right degree of 
stickiness’ in a bath of nitrate of silver. Brady and his men 
expose the plates to the sunlit carnage. Before the plates fog 
over they rush them back to the wagon for developing — and 
back to an awed civilian populace for viewing. 


The world gets a new insight into the horror and numbing 
fatigue of men in battle. Says Oliver Wendell Holmes: “ Let 
him who wishes to know what war is look at these 
illustrations.”

The CIA and 
citizen gossips

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — During the latter part of the 1960s, 
when a worried Lyndon Johnson was enlisting the aid of the FBI 
and CIA to probe domestic anti-establishment thought, I wrote a 
story that caught the eyes of the on-highs. 
The article concerned the American Nazi Party. In it I told of 
the kinds of citizens attracted to the party, and mentioned casual­ 
ly of meeting two young graduates of The Citadel who were tour­ 
ing and complimenting the ANP headquarters. 
Shortly after publication, I received a call from a chap iden­ 
tifying him self as an agent for the Arm y’s Crim inal 
Investigations Division (CID), who wanted to know more about 
The Citadel soldiers. I said any more than had been published was 
privileged information, that I was surprised he’d think otherwise, 
but he persevered. We agreed to meet in a motel near the 
Kennedy Space Center in Florida, in a few days. 
Before the meeting, I called the CID to verify the investigator’s 
credentials. As I suspected, nobody by the name given was on the 
rolls. He wouldn’t be FBI, said an Army friend, because they 
glory in proper identification; “ He’s probably CIA — they hide 
behind many badges.” 
I agreed he was CIA. Even back then, the agency’s “ Domestic 
Contact Service” was an ill-kept secret. I was younger, less ex­ 
perienced, but not completely simple. When the agent arrived in 
my room, he said the “ Army” was interested in finding The 
Citadel soldiers because “ we don’t think they should be messing 
around with Nazis.” He had a Citadel yearbook and asked if I 
would select the proper photos. 
Well, had it been Ulysses Grant, not some bumbly spook, ask 
ing for such patriotism, I’d have declined. My job as a journalist 
is to observe, not to spy. As I recall I looked over the yearbook 
gave descriptions of the soldiers entirely different from actuali­ 
ty, and concluded I could not associate any of the pictures with 
the culprits. 
The memory of that occasion returns now, with new charges ol 
CIA domestic surveillance, because I think I did right in brushing 
off the agent and because there may be a greater lesson in the 
morality. If the charges of widespread intra-national CIA spying 
are true, it must be assumed they have been aided and abetted 
by citizens such as you and I. More than assumption, actually, it 
is a fact the CIA, with some 12 to 15 domestic bureaus, relies on 
ordinary citizens for some intelligence information. Mostly, the 
old Domestic Contact Service (now called “ Foreign Resources” ) 
asks citizens going abroad to keep their eyes and ears open. Sup­ 
posedly, though — witness the recent revelations — the agency 
has its at-home finks as well. 
No doubt the agents acquire some informers by offering cash 
or the rhetoric of national duty. Others perhaps do not have to be 
coaxed at all, since Americans have a disturbing proclivity to 
gossip; many agencies besides the CIA have found that communi­ 
ty wagglers are all too cooperative, if not always accurate, and 
woe betide the fellow who applies for a security job who has 
pinched a neighbor’s wife or neglected to return a borrowed 
mower until after the first snow. 
The truth of the matter, then, is far more important than 
whether the CIA committed illegalities; it’s whether Americans 
will become disgusted enough with such dangers to do something 
about it themselves: mainly, shut up. Doubtless thousands of 
Americans, myself included I suppose, have had the opportunity 
to blow the whistle on domestic CIA snoops. We haven’t, to now, 
to our shame. Perhaps the present controversy will convince us 
otherwise in the future. 
This isn’t to say that the CIA should expect no citizen aid. I 
recall another personal experience when I was inexplicably 
detained (45 minutes) by Communist police at an East Berlin 
railroad exit, and later questioned about it by the CIA. Had I had 
any good information then, I would have divulged it — if only to 
help save others from similar detentions. My belief is that this 
kind of cooperation is humanistic and proper; but there can be no 
overriding reason why any of us should be talked into, or bought 
into, blabbing on one another. 


Dexter man glad 
to offer services

philosophical about his more than 
5,500 hours of voluntary service at

Veterans 
Administration 
Hospital. He’s just happy to be 
able tohelpout. 
Cowan retired from Southwes­ 
tern Bell Telephone Co. in 1954, 
and he and a small group of other 
Dexter men started offering their 
services to the hospital in 1960. 
“ We don’t do it just for the fun 
of it. We feel we’re getting 
something done,” the 85-year-old 
resident of 232 S.Elm St., Dexter, 
said. “ We do the work the nurses 
and orderlies would have to do if 
we weren’t here.” 
Among the duties the volunteers 
perform 
are 
transfering 
wheelchair patients to various 
parts 
of 
the 
building 
and 
delivering messages to the of­ 
fices, 
specim ents 
to 
the 
laboratory and 
books to the 
library. 


“ It gives the nurses and or­ 
derlies more time to take care of 
the patients,’’Cowan said. 


During an average 8 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. day, Cowan and the 
other volunteers will perform 
from 
160 to 
330 “ missions.” 
Cowan said that one day when he 
and only one other volunteer were 
working, a meter he put on his leg 
measured eight miles of travel up 
and down halls of the hospital. 
That was an unusual day, he said, 
because they usually have more 
than two men working.

No doubt the agents acquire some informers by offering cash 
or the rhetoric of national duty. Others perhaps do not have to be 
coaxed at all, since Americans have a disturbing proclivity to 
gossip; many agencies besides the CIA have found that communi­ 
ty wagglers are all too cooperative, if not always accurate, and 
woe betide the fellow who applies for a security job who has 
pinched a neighbor’s wife or neglected to return a borrowed 
mower until after the first snow. 
The truth of the m atter, then, is far more important than 
whether the CIA committed illegalities; it’s whether Americans 
will become disgusted enough with such dangers to do something 
about it themselves: mainly, shut up. Doubtless thousands of 
Americans, myself included I suppose, have had the opportunity 
to blow the whistle on domestic CIA snoops. We haven’t, to now, 
to our shame. Perhaps the present controversy will convince us 
otherwise in the future 
This isn’t to say that the CIA should expect no citizen aid. I 
recall another personal experience when I was inexplicably 
detained (45 minutes) by Communist police at an East Berlin 
railroad exit, and later questioned about it by the CIA. Had I had 
any good information then, I would have divulged it — if only to 
help save others from similar detentions. My belief is that this 
kind of cooperation is humanistic and proper; but there can be no 
overriding reason why any of us should be talked into, or bought 
into, blabbing on one another.
